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Cathedral heritage 
site bid withdrawn 


PLANS to put forward 
Ely Cathedral as a 
world heritage site are 
to be dropped. 

The 1,000-year-old cath¬ 
edral was one of several 
British tourist attractions 
bidding to become world 
heritage sites, which are 
defined as places of 
“outstanding universal 
value”. 

But plans to nominate the Ship 
of Fens as the nation’s latest 
offering have been dealt a blow 
after Unesco, the body that 
monitors the sites, indicated that 
Britain already had its fair share.

There are currently 24 in the 
UK, including Durham and 
Canterbury cathedrals, the 
Palace of Westminster, Stone¬ 
henge and even the maritime 
area of Liverpool. 

The Government is likely to 
call time on further listings as 
Unesco has signalled it wants to 
concentrate on the developing 
world and promote the preser¬ 
vation of habitats such as 
deserts, jungles, grasslands and 
wetlands. 

Mayor of Ely Cllr Sheila 
Friend-Smith was disappointed 
by the move. 


She said: “It definitely deserves 
to be a world heritage site. It’s a 
fantastic building and I think it’s 
the best cathedral in the country. 

“It’s a shame because when 
people hear about these world 
heritage sites, they often make a 
special effort to visit them.” 

Other aspiring sites to lose out 
from the expected change of 
policy include Salisbury Cathed¬ 
ral, Shakespeare’s Stratford, 
Margate and Ramsgate, the 
Stockton and Darlington railway, 
Blackpool and Hampstead Heath 
in London. 

The change of direction 
follows a report by consultants 
Pricewaterhouse Coopers, which 
said the benefits of tourism and 
regeneration from world heritage 
site status had been overstated, 


and very few visitors were aware 
of the designation. 

It costs up to £400,000 to apply 
for the status and an average of 
£150,000 a year per site to keep it. 

However, cathedral spokesman 
Lesley-Anne Thompson said: 
“It’s great that we were even 
being considered - an achieve¬ 
ment in itself. 

“It shows the profile on the 
cathedral has never been higher. 
We were named as one of the 
Times’ 10 must-see buildings this 
year, while we had two 
Hollywood movies shot here in 
the past two years, as well as a 
major British film. 

“However, we are foremost a 
place of worship, which we never 
forget.”

Making of 
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Food advice for Christmas 


COOKING advice is being 
offered by East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council to 
ensure residents do not fall 
foul of the dangers of 
undercooked fowl at 
Christmas. 

The council is offering 
tips on how to defrost, 
cook and store a turkey to 
make sure food poisoning 
does not spoil anyone’s 
seasonal dinner. 

Some of the basic tips 
include defrosting the 


turkey in a refrigerator 
and that can take as many 
as five days. 

Check the bird is cooked 
by inserting a knife or 
skewer into the thigh or 
breast to make sure the 
juices are running clear. 
Any leftover turkey should 
be used within two or 
three days of cooking. 

Elizabeth Bailey, prin¬ 
cipal environmental health 
officer, said: “We all love 
Christmas with its mix¬ 


ture of presents, family 
and food so why ruin it by 
having food that isn’t 
cooked properly? 

“For many, this year may 
be the first time they will 
have cooked a big turkey 
or for others it is an 
annual tradition. Either 
way it is very important to 
follow simple advice to not 
fall foul of a food bug.”

AN ANIMAL-LOVER is using her 
photography skills to help abandoned 
and mistreated animals in the Caribbean. 
Liz Harmer, of Field Side, Ely, has been 
working with the Montserrat Animal 
Protection Society (MAPS) for the last 
four years. 

The 44-year-old, who was president of 
the charity last year, has even brought 
back three dogs and a cat from the 
island, after stumbling across the society 
while working out there. 

Photographs of her pets, the island and 
some other animals rescued by the 
charity have now been put together in a 
calendar, which Liz hopes will raise 
much-needed funds for MAPS. 

She said: “In the Caribbean there is not 
that much for non-natives to do unless 
you can sing or dance, so I told them I 
loved animals. 

“Next minute I was scrubbing kennels at 
MAPS and the love grew from there. 

“The charity is fantastic and takes in 
every single dog that comes its way and 


thanks to lots of generous fosterers over 
there, an animal is never put down. 

“I am always trying to raise money for 
them and I thought making a calendar 
would be a great way to get some more 
pennies.” 

The calendar features one of Liz’s rescue 
dogs, Morgan, who was one of eight 
puppies found starving with his mother in 
Montserrat, as well as her cat, Jack, who 
was found feral in a drain.

MAPS is a registered charity and was 
formed in 2001 to look after lost, 
abandoned and mistreated animals. 

It does not receive any formal funding 
and survives on donations and 
fundraising efforts.

AN ASSISTANT principal 
accused of downloading child 
porn on to his laptop at work 
claimed he viewed the images 
as part of a school project on 
“gay awareness”, a court heard. 

Matthew Underwood, 38, a history 
teacher at Impington Village College, 
denied 15 counts of making indecent 
images and three counts of possessing 
indecent images on his school laptop 
when he appeared at Cambridge Crown 
Court this week. 

Police found a total of 170 indecent 
images on the laptop and a collection of 
Japanese child porn magazines and 
DVDs in a suitcase at his home. 

Underwood aroused suspicion after 
refusing to hand his work laptop to IT 
staff asking to check anti-virus 
software. 

He claimed he did not have the laptop 
but handed it in to IT staff a few hours 
later. The technicians then discovered 
he had deleted the internet browsing 
history and called police, who promptly 
searched his home and classroom. 

Underwood, of New Barns Avenue, 
Ely, has taught at the college since 1999. 
He was arrested on child porn charges 
and suspended from work on December

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18, 2007. The first 15 counts relate to 
images downloaded between November 
16 and December 7,2007. 

Mike Magee, prosecuting, said 
Underwood accepted in a police inter¬ 
view that he had downloaded the illegal 
images and purchased the seven 
magazines and five DVDs on Amazon, 
in Japan. 

But he claimed the images were 
downloaded as part of a project to raise 
gay awareness using “Japanese 
kitsch”, pictures of teenagers in provo¬ 
cative poses. 

Mr Magee said: “Underwood claimed 
he was the teacher responsible for gay 
awareness at school and as part of that 
was doing work on gay kitsch.” 

Underwood claimed he sent a memo 
to headteacher Francis Difranco saying 
he would be teaching Japanese popular 
culture using “sexualised images”. 

He claimed to have put a printed 
email letter in the principal’s pigeon 
hole on September 12, 2007, saying the 
sixth form history course would be 
“looking at Japanese idols - high 
profile models, often in their early 


teens, with a highly sexualised image”. 

But Mr Difranco denied ever reading 
the memo claiming it would immedi¬ 
ately have rung “serious alarm bells” 
with him. 

He told the court he had only been at 
the college for 12 days at the time, but 
said he was meticulous about reading 
“every piece of paper” that was given to 
him. 

Mr Difranco also denied all know¬ 
ledge of a response he is alleged to have 
sent to the memo, which was produced 
as evidence in court. 

He said: “I dispute that I sent it.” 

Mr Magee asked Mr Difranco what 
he would have done if he had seen the 
memo. 

Mr Difranco replied: “I would have 
contacted Mr Underwood immediately.” 

The court was told that Underwood 
taught history primarily to 11 to 19- 
year-olds, and was made head of the 
department in 2004, and assistant head 
in September, 2007. 

His responsibilities included staff 
training and development, including 
putting together courses for the pupils 
on xenophobia, drugs and racism. 

The case continues.

First class results for two 
schools in recycling contest 


TWO eco-friendly schools 
have won a recycling 
competition by halving 
the waste they send to 
landfill. 

Ely St Mary’s and Little 
Thetford primary schools 
triumphed over eight 
other primary schools 
across Cambridgeshire 
and Peterborough in a 
challenge to reduce the 
amount of rubbish they 
throw away 

The Happy Bin Project 
saw the children receive 
lessons on how to recycle 
in October before pupils 
weighed the amount of 
waste their school put out 
for recycling and for dis¬ 


posal throughout Nov¬ 
ember. 

On average waste was 
reduced by a third and 
most schools also man¬ 
aged to increase their 
recycling. 

Darlene Schulenburg, a 
teacher at Ely St Mary’s, 
said: “The children were 
more than happy to take 
part in weighing the 
school’s rubbish, which 
we were able to fit into a 
maths project.” 

The project was organ¬ 
ised by Councils in Re¬ 
cycling in Cambridge¬ 
shire and Peterborough 
partnership and Water- 
beach-based waste man¬ 


agement company Donar- 
bon. 

Cllr David Brown, East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s recycling 
champion, said: “The 
results of the Happy Bin 
Project show that with a 
little bit of dedication 
and enthusiasm, it is easy 
to reduce the total 
amount of waste. 

“If everyone in East 
Cambridgeshire was able 
to reduce their waste by 
the schools’ average of a 
third, the council would 
collect over 9,000 fewer 
tonnes of waste every 
year and save about 900 
refuse truck journeys.” 
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New shake-up at the top 
for county council team 


A SHAKE-UP of senior 
management will take 
place at Cambridgeshire 
County Council just 
three years after its top 
team was reshuffled. 

The move will see the 
authority’s management team 
slimmed down from 19 to 17 
with eight new posts being 
created. The changes are 
expected to create annual 
savings of £142,000. 

A new department entitled 
“community and adult 
services” will be created and 
its boss will sit alongside the 
executive director of children’s 
and young people’s services 
and executive director of 
environment services. 

All three will report directly 
to chief executive Mark Lloyd. 

The move will also see a new 
post created focusing exclus¬ 
ively on Fenland, tasked with 
trying to improve services and 
quality of life for those living 
in the district. 

A 30-day consultation period 
will now take place after the 
council approved the changes 
and those whose jobs are 
affected will be invited to apply 
for new posts. 

Mr Lloyd told the council the

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changes would result in “top 
level focus on our major areas 
of activity: children and young 
people; community and adults; 
and environment”. 

The three executive directors 
will replace the deputy chief 
executives of the office of 
corporate services, office of 
children and young people’s 
services and the office of envi¬ 
ronment and community 
services, which were created in 
2005. 

Further management chan¬ 
ges have seen the number of 
director posts reduced from 
eight to four. 

However, opposition coun¬ 
cillors were concerned they 
had not been presented with a 
full business case. 

Cllr Julian Huppert, Liberal 
Democrat, said: “My concern is 
that every few years this 
council is asked to reorganise. 

“This time we are being 
asked to take it on trust. I can’t 
support something when we 
are being asked to write a 
blank cheque with taxpayers’ 
money.” 

They also said creation of a 



service director for Com¬ 
munity Engagement (Fenland) 
showed the Conservative 
administration had failed the 
district. 

Conservatives said as the 
business case dealt with 
people’s jobs, there were issues 
of confidentiality. 

Cllr John Reynolds, cabinet 
member for corporate services, 
said: “It is very important that 
we have a structure that 
delivers improving services. 
This is the way forward. We 
have to look to the future.”

Susan Statham, 22, began 
grooming the teenager when 
she was just 14 and began 
having sex with her a year 
later. 

Cambridge Crown Court 
heard that the pair later 
became a “couple” during 
which time Statham even 
proposed. 

But their illicit relationship 
was uncovered when the 
victim, who cannot be named 
for legal reasons, was spotted 
by her mother with love bites 
on her neck. 

Statham, of Ely, pleaded 
guilty to two counts of sexual 
activity with a child from 
February 18,2007. 

Angela Rafferty, prosecuting, 
said Statham groomed the girl 
by chatting and offering her 
cigarettes. 

She said: “The victim said 
Statham was never forceful but 
that she was nicer to her when 
they had had sex. She felt like 
a bit of a mug but let things 
happen to her because she 
wanted to be with Statham.” 

Sentencing her to two years 
in prison, Judge Jonathan 


Haworth, said: “You are 
yourself a vulnerable young 
woman but you used your 
maturity and experience to 
manipulate and gain advant¬ 
age with a girl much younger 
than yourself, for your own 
sexual pleasure. 

“You have lacked insight 
into the effect this would have 
made on your victim and you 
have shown little remorse. The 
effect on that young girl’s life 
was significant.” 

Statham, who has one child, 
was also sentenced to an 
additional 12 weeks, to run 
consecutively, for an unrelated 
crime in February 2007. 

She was also given a sexual 
prevention order prohibiting 
her from taking part in any 
activity with a child under 16. 
She was also banned from 
working with children for life. 

Michael Procter, defending, 
said there was an element of 
“mutual activity” and that 
Statham suffered from pers¬ 
onality disorders. 

He added: “Although Susan 
Statham is 22, she has a lower 
psychological maturity and 
associated with the girl not 
just for sexual pleasure but 
because she felt more com¬ 
fortable with people of that 
age.”

Customers at the retailer’s 
Ely store queued at checkouts 
for up to 30 minutes last 
Thursday as thousands of 
bargain hunters took advantage 
of the 50 per cent discount on 
all stock. 

The iconic chain has been 
forced to slash prices after 
administrators admitted a 
rescue deal had not mater¬ 
ialised and all its 815 stores 
would be closed. 

Among them are the Market 
Place store, in Ely, and Hunting¬ 
don’s High Street outlet. 

Clutching an armful of cut- 
price electronic goods, Kira 
McDonald, 34, of Silver Street, 
Ely, was happy to join the 
snaking queues in Ely. 

She said: “I’ve been waiting 
20 minutes, but it’s worth it if 
you’re getting 50 per cent off. 

“I’ve picked up a blender, a

new toaster and some toys for 
my children. It looks like it will 
all be gone soon, so this is my 
only chance. 

“It’s a shame to see Woolies 
go because I’ve grown up with 
it, but if I’m honest I hardly 
ever shop here. I’ve done most 
of my Christmas shopping on 
the internet.” 

Jeff Austen, 42, had travelled 
to the Ely store from his home 
in New Road, Chatteris, after 
hearing about the sales 
bonanza. 

He said: “It comes at the 
perfect time for me as I’ve just 
started my Christmas 
shopping. 

“While it’s good to get a 
bargain, it’s a sad day too, 
especially for the staff here. I 
just wish a few of these cust¬ 
omers had supported the store 
before it ran into such dire 
straits. 


“But Woolworths lost its way 
a long time ago. It focused on 
CDs, sweets and toys, but that 
isn’t much of a draw. 

“A big business like Woolies 
can’t survive by selling a few 
bags of pick and mix to 
children.” 

Neville Kahn, spokesman for 
Wooolworths, said: “Christmas 
is clearly the busiest time of the 
year for retailers and it is 
prudent to do all we can to sell 
existing stock. 

“By moving to a store closing 
sale and further discounting 
the stock, we are maximising 
the sales potential that this 
period offers.” 

Woolworths was put into 
administration after it was 
overwhelmed by mounting 
debt. 

Administrators tried to find 
someone to take over the whole 
business, which has been a 
fixture on Britain’s high streets 
for 99 years, but its 25,000 staff 
were informed last Wednesday 
that they faced redundancy. 



Homes plan rejected 

PLANNING permission for two 
bungalows has been turned down by 
a Government inspector. 

Planning inspector Chris Frost 
rejected an appeal by a landowner to 
build the single-storey buildings at 
the back of 137 Wisbech Road, 
Littleport, after ruling there was not 
enough space for them.

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Public and councillors 
fight petrol station bid 


ANGRY councillors 
fear business in a town 
centre could be “killed” 
if plans for a new petrol 
station scheme are 
given the go-ahead. 

East Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Councirs planning 
committee turned down prop¬ 
osals for a filling station on 
land west of Wisbech Road, 
Littleport, in August 2007, 
saying there was no need for 
the project. 

But James Graven and 
Sons Ltd, run by local bus¬ 
inessman Jonathan James, 
re-submitted plans for a pet¬ 
rol station, shop, parking and 
car wash facilities back in 
October. 

Residents have now set up 
an action committee fighting 
the proposals and have also 
won the backing of local 
councillors.

Morrison is concerned that 
existing shops will have their 
trade taken away if the 
scheme is passed. 

He said: “This ‘out of town’ 
development would be in 
direct competition to 
businesses in Littleport. 

“The nearest filling station 
is only two miles south of 
this site and can adequately 
cope with demand. 

“The council was quick to 
reject plans for a Lidl super¬ 
market in Ely, claiming it 
represented an ‘out of town’ 
development and I am urging 
members to take the same 
decision here. 

“I am very worried that 
existing shops will have their 
trade taken away by this 
proposal.” 


The action committee, 
made up of both residents 
and councillors, is also con¬ 
cerned that the development 
could lead to flooding 
problems and bring excessive 
noise and pollution to nearby 
homes. 

Cllr Morrison added: 
“There will be delivery vans 
and fuel tankers coming and 
going from the site from early 
in the morning to almost 
midnight.” 

Littleport East member 
Cllr Fred Brown, leader of 
East Cambridgeshire Council 
Council, said residents on his 
ward were “wholeheartedly” 
against the scheme. 

He said: “These plans are a 
threat to the town centre and 
have been thrown out in the 
past. 

“The residents in my ward 
are wholeheartedly against 
the development mainly over 
concerns that it will take 


away trade and shopping in 
the town. 

“The fact is we do not need 
it in Littleport and we do not 
want it.” 

But the applicant, Mr 
James, said the filling station 
and the other facilities he 
would be providing were 
needed in the town. 

He said: “Littleport is 
growing and it does not have 
a decent petrol station for the 
amount of people it has. 

“We are offering a decent 
facility and if we did not 
think the town needed it we 
would not be putting in the 
plans. 

“James Graven and Sons 
Ltd is a community-minded 
business that has been in the 
Ely area for 150 years so we 
are not out there to upset 
people.” 

A decision on the proposals 
is expected to be made early 
next year.

Couple offer reward for

A COUPLE left distraught 
by the theft of their pet 
guinea pigs are offering a 
£100 reward for their 
safe return.

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Breathalyser 
gift warning 


CAMBRIDGESHIRE 
police have issued a 
drink-drive warning 
after a shock study of 
DIY breathalysers. 

The move comes after 
research revealed the 
devices were unreliable 
and could lead to trag¬ 
edy. 

With the Christmas 
party season under way 
police are warning any¬ 
one thinking of using a 
do-it-yourself breath¬ 
alyser to think again or 
risk losing their licence 
- or worse - their lives. 

Research into the self¬ 
testing devices was 
conducted by Parker’s 
car price guide in 
association with West 
Yorkshire Police and 
Medacx, supplier of 
breathalysers to around 
20 per cent of UK police 
forces. 

They tested a range of 
the inexpensive devices 
widely available 
online, at markets, car 
boot sales and even in 
petrol stations - by 
breathalysing someone 
just over the legal drink- 
drive limit and com-

paring the results with 
official police tests. 

Frighteningly, more 
than half of the devices 
showed that it was safe 
to drive when the police 
breathalyser registered 
more than the legal limit 
of 35 micrograms of 
alcohol per 100 millitres 
of breath. 

Worse still, every one 
of the devices failed to 
match the reading of 
West Yorkshire Police’s 
Home Office-approved 
breathalysers - with 
most turning out to be 
little more than fakes, 
but being passed off as 
“licence-saving” devices. 

The findings came as 
Cambridgeshire police 
launched their annual 
anti-drink-drive cam¬ 
paign. 

A Cambridgeshire 
police spokesman said: 
“Our message is don’t 
drink and drive and if 
you think you need one 
of these devices, then 
you are probably over 
the limit anyway. Don’t 


take the risk and please 
drive carefully.” 

The worry for police is 
that well-meaning 
friends and relatives 
will buy DIY breath¬ 
alysers, which are on 
sale for between £2.49 
and £15.99, as stocking 
fillers for loved ones. 

That gift could end in 
disaster if relied on by 
someone thinking of 
driving after drinking. 

Speaking earlier this 
month, Pc Tony Barrios, 
the Cambridgeshire 
force’s casualty reduct¬ 
ion officer, said drivers 
should resist taking a 
chance. 

He said: “Over the 
next few weeks, drivers 
should expect to see a 
highly visible police 
presence on the county’s 
roads as we target those 
who drive under the 
influence. 

“Our message is clear 
- if you drive under the 
influence of drink and 
drugs, expect to be 
caught and brought to 
justice.”

Motorists urged to take care 


TWENTY people have been 
trapped inside their vehicles as a 
result of crashes during the last 
two weeks. 

Cambridgeshire Fire and Rescue 
Service has warned drivers to take 
extra care in the winter weather 
conditions, stressing that heavy 
rain, snow, winds and ice can 
make a journey extremely difficult 
and dangerous. 

Records kept by the service show 
that 20 people suffered injuries 
such as spinal damage and 
crushed limbs, or found 
themselves trapped by their 
vehicle following collisions 
between November 26 and 
December 10. 

Firefighters had to release them 
using specialist cutting equipment. 
Motorists have been warned to 
make sure they only make journeys 
that are absolutely necessary if 
driving conditions are poor. 


Chris Strickland, deputy chief fire 
officer at Cambridgeshire Fire and 
Rescue Service, said: “The British 
weather is unpredictable at the 
best of times, but at this time of 
year heavy snow, gales and ice 
can catch large numbers of people 
unaware. 

“This, coupled with the rural roads 
and busy motorways in 
Cambridgeshire, can make driving 
especially dangerous. 

‘The best advice is to stay off the 
roads during severe weather. If you 
must make a journey, make sure 
you do all you can to stay safe on 
the roads.” 

When planning a journey, drivers 
are advised to check the weather 
forecasts and travel information, 
tell someone at their destination 
the time they are expected to 
arrive, clear windows and mirrors 
before setting out and carry a 
screen scraper and de-icer. 


Also, motorists should make sure 
they are equipped with warm 
clothes, food, boots and a torch, 
as well as a spade in snowy 
conditions. 

Other advice given to drivers 
includes keeping batteries fully 
charged, adding anti-freeze to the 
radiator and winter additive to the 
windscreen washer bottles. 

When on the road during hail, 
heavy snow or rain, drivers should 
use dipped headlights and reduce 
their speed and, when it is icy or 
slushy, they should use the highest 
gear possible to avoid wheelspin 
and avoid harsh braking or 
acceleration. 

Drivers should also be aware of the 
dangers of fog and the dazzling 
winter sun.

Chapman upbeat 
on Tigers’ future

JONATHAN Chapman insists 
Mildenhall are in a strong 
position to find a buyer after 
putting the club up for sale just 
three months after buying it. 

The Fen Tigers have until the 
end of January to find a new 
owner - their sixth in nine 
years - and declare their intent 
to run in the new National 
League. 

And Chapman sees no reason 
why they should not, after 
leaving the club in a more 
profitable position than its 
previous times on the market. 

He said: “I sincerely hope the 
club gets a new buyer and I 
would wish them every success 
with it. 

“It is in a much better 
position than when we bought 
it as it is now a debt-free club 
and it’s not in the middle of a 
Premier League season losing 
money. 

“The stadium and council are 
confident the noise issue will 
be resolved and in the National 
League crowds around 300 
would be enough to break even. 

“Beyond that, and it becomes 
a very profitable business 
venture for someone.” 

Chapman said he was ‘hurt 
immensely’ by accusations that 
he and his father Keith 
Chapman, promoters of neigh¬ 
bouring King’s Lynn, only 
bought the club at £40,000 to 
obtain and sell its rider assets. 

The pair cited not being 


made aware of a noise abate¬ 
ment order imposed on the 
West Row stadium as a major 
factor for the sale. But the fact 
that they struggled to win over 
some supporters, because of 
their ownership of the team’s 
Norfolk rivals, appears to be 
the most telling aspect. 

He said: “We took a financial 
risk taking it on last season 
and I feel we didn’t get the full 
backing from a minority of 
fans. I didn’t want for us to get 
halfway through next season 
and if things weren’t going 
right, for people to be on our 
backs. 

“I’m sure that whoever comes 
in will make a good job of it 
and have the support of 
everyone at the club. 

“There are some great people 
and supporters there, it’s just a 
shame it didn’t work out 
for us.”

But after controlling the opening

He could only parry a 
speculative shot into the path of the 
oncoming striker, who gratefully 
slotted the ball home from a few 
yards. 

The deficit remained until the 
interval but the hosts again made a 
bright start to the second half and 
looked the most likely team to score. 

More chances came and went as a 
combination of poor finishing and 
inspired goalkeeping denied them an 
equaliser. 

And the visitors then doubled their 
lead with 25 minutes remaining. A 
poor back-pass put Jordan under 
pressure and his hurried clearance 
went straight to a United player, who 
had the simple task of rolling the ball 
into the net.
